Two minutes into the clash against Marconi 
on Wednesday, t August, and Vic Fernandez 
saw the first hope for his team to cause an upset.

From the resulting free kick, Steve Hos- 
zowski brought off the first of many outstanding 
goalkeeping efforts that night. 

In the tenth minute Davies deftly sidefooted 
a free kick to lan Callaghan who fired a strong 
shot at goal. John Brown was defending grimly 


as the Marconi machine ground on relentlessly, 


but no break came. Then in the 21st minute, 
the moment all coaches dread — the open goal- 
mouth. But, as happens so frequently, the shot 
was ineffectual. City lived again. Two minutes 
later and Milovanovic was in trouble with the 
referee again, and the yellow card was directed 
at him. Peter Sharne had made a meal of the 
fall, but it was enough for Mike to go in the 
referee’s book. Vic immediately filed away the 
worrying thought that that was enough cards for 
a one match suspension. But back to the match. 
The free kick was again wasted. Earlier a glaring 
kick in the back of Donald MacLaren by Tony 
Henderson went ungetected or unreported. 
If anything, Donald seemed to lift his game 
from there on. More worry for Vic came in the 
25th minute when on the fringe of the 6 yard 
area first one, two and then three Marconi 
players hit at the bal! desperately trying to ram it 
home, only to see Keni Kawaleva chest the ball 
from the right hand post and clear the danger 
area. MacLaren made a good break and fired, 
only to see the ball miss by some three metres. 

The game raged on and in the 36th minute 
there was another mixup in the City goalmouth, 
but the reliable Hoszowski cleared. Shots by 
Isaac Farrell and Terry Byrne were wide of the 
mark and Callaghan came in for some jeering 
from the Marconi crowd when he frequently 
misdirected passes and played below his repu- 


tation. In the 43rd minute a Marconi free kick 
looked certain to open the scoring, but the pan- 
ther prowess of Hoszowski was at its brilliant 
best as he flew through the air to cover the 
shot. Right on half time, Davies again tested the 
mettle of Alan Maher and the agility of Hoszow- 
ski was mirrored by his counterpart in_ the- 
Marconi goal. Halftime and a nil all score line. 
Coach and players went into the sanctuary of 
the dressing room for that all important talk. 

!n the Marconi private box, officials and Press 
are abuzz. They all expected the Fernandez boys 
to have cracked by now. The praise for the work 
of the Canberra goalkeeper is heard above all, 
‘The best buy of the season’, was the frequently 
heard comment. But it was partnered by the un- 
abashed confidence of Marconi ‘It is only a 
matter of time and we will win by at least two 
goals’. 

For the first 15 minutes of the second half, 
one could have been forgiven for agreeing with 
their comments. Marconi swept into attack and 
launched wave after wave of assault. But the 
City defence did not break. Tension was high and 
in a remarkable incident MacLaren brought down 
Prskalo and in the ensuing heated exchange 
both players shaped up for a moment like golden 
gloves contenders before both were booked. 
Two minutes later, Terry Byrne set off down the 
right wing and continued to run, jink and run 
further. ‘Go on, go on’, Vic encouraged. And 
then, to. the amazement of the crowd, Terry fired 
an acutely angled shot straight past the stranded 
goalkeeper. Vic's joy knew no bounds, and from 
the stand on the other side of the field came the 
resounding cheers of the biue and gold faithful 
who erupted with a Vesuvius-like outpouring 
of delight. Marconi’s supporters were stunned 
into disbelief. Les Schienflug quickly rang the 
changes in his team, bringing on Berti Mariani 
for Ken Lindsay in the 23rd minute and Peter 
Brogan for Mike Berry after he had seen Mac- 
Laren make an outstanding break and just fail 
to score in a man for man confrontation with 
Maher. ‘If only... ‘, was the unspoken com- 
ment from Canberra fans, a comment to be 
repeated later in the match. ‘ 

Vic had decided to substitute Phil Reis for 
Callaghan, as the latter continued to disappoint, 
but he discovered to his dismay that Phil’s 
boots were unsuitable to the ground conditions. 
Moments of deliberation followed and then the 
message was given to George Bailey to warm up. 
Callaghan was recalled to the bench in the 37th 
minute and Bailey took his place on the field. 
Marconi pressed into attack again and it took a

lf there is a dark horse in this year’s PSL 
competition, that beast is with us this afternoon, 
At the time of writing, Heidelberg United stood 
fifth on the competition table but had 2 deferred 
matches. One was scheduled to be played last 
Wednesday night, against St George, and a win 
to Heidelberg United in that match would lift 
jt to equal second on the ladder with Brisbane 
City. The other deferred match is against Sydney 
Olympic and that game is to be played on Wed- 
nesday, 5 September. Let it not be forgotten 
that this is the team which scored a bonus point 
against PSL top of the ladder side, Marconi, 
when it recorded a 4-0 win at Bossley Park 
against the Fairfielders. 

Heidelberg in fact arrives in Canberra in the 
middie of an incredibly onerous playing period 
for its players. Gary Cole, Jimmy Rooney, John 
Yzendoorn, Yakka Banovic and Jim Tansey 
starred for the Victorian State side in that 
team’s outstanding victory 4-0 over visiting 
AEK Athens on Wednesday 22 August. Heidel- 
berg played a night game against AEK Athens 
but lost 1-3. Last weekend, the team defeated 
Adelaide City 1-0. To cap off the two midweek 
matches jn between which today’s match is 
sandwiched, Heidelberg will be against Brisbane 
Lions, a side desperately clawing its way clear of 
the relegation zone, That’s a lot of football but if 
Heidelberg can come through it unscathed and 
with several points, it could prove areal force to 
be reckoned with in the round robin top four 
play-off series next month. 

Heidelberg United (nee Fitzroy United) must 
harbour anguished memories of last year’s Philips 
Cup quarter final when Canberra City defeated 
it 6-5 on penalty shots, In other clashes the 
honours nearly even — two wins, two draws and 
one loss (by us). So if Canberra City can win to- 
day the results wil! be evenly balanced in the 
PSL matches, 

The progress made this season by Heidelberg 
reflects the quality of the players in its squad. 
And none is better known to the Australian 
soccer public than Jimmy Rooney, an evergreen 
player who has graced the APIA and Marconi 
outfits since arriving from Scotland in the late 
sixties. Gary Cole stamped the mark of greatness 
on his play with his hat trick against AEK Athens 
and there can be no doubt that he will be an 
automatic selection in Rudi Gutendorf’s Aust- 
ralian squads in the future. John Yzendoorn is 
another who appears to have found favour with 
the Australian coach. Jimmy Tansey has had his 
opportunities too, 

Add to these players the skills of Jim Camp- 
bell who scored 12 goals last season for his side. 
When you consider that he scored those from 
his midfield position and was only beaten in the 
goalscoring stakes by Ken Boden and Clive 
Eaton you gain an impression of his worth to 
any side. Pat Bannon is well known as is Ken 


Taylor who }ies deep in the midfield and can 
read a game expertly. Branko Buljevic and Jamie 
Paton have starred for the side and help to contri- 
bute to the strength that ! feel will take this 
side on to honours this season,

The foundations for today’s Heidelberg 
United were laid in 1958 when the club was 
named Alexander the Great. The battle for 
promotion was hard and long in the fiercely 
competitive field of soccer in Victoria, but 
promotion to the State League of Victoria 
was finally gained in 1964. For 5 years the 
fortunes of the club ebbed and flowed between 
first division and State League until it earned its 
permanent place in the higher division in 1969. 
In 1973, the financial position of the club was 
sound enough for its steering committee to 
decide to recruit overseas players. This decision 
was followed by several years of knocking on 
the door of honours but not quite making it. 
The major success came finally in 1975 when 
Fitzroy won its first championship. 

The Greek influence in the club can still 
be noted among its players, but the efforts of 
the club in the PSL have been deserving of the 
wider community support that it has attracted. 
In 1977, Fitzroy finished third on the points 
table behind Eastern Suburbs Hakoah (Sydney 
City), and Marconi, with 12 wins, 8 draws and 
6 losses — 41 goals for and 34 against for 32 
points. In 1978 the club was placed fifth on 
26 points, with 9 wins, 8 draws and 9 losses — 
39 goals for and 39 against. 

Heidelberg United confounded critics and 
supporters alike with losses earlier in the season. 
But the team has now hit its straps and, as } have 
mentioned, shapes as a final four contender. 
Today we will see some of the outstanding 
talent In Australian soccer. If Canberra City can 
record a win against this side, it will not only 
earn the plaudits of its supporters but also 
severely impede the progress to the final four of 
the Melbourne side,

During a recent excursion to Brisbane, the 
opportunity was taken to travel to Richlands, an 
outer Brisbane suburb for an evening of inter- 
national soccer when Brisbane Lions staged a 
match between its team and visiting South 
Pacific side, New Caledonia. Our present Aust- 
ralian squad has one record in common with the 
New Caledonian side — both have recently 
been defeated by New Zealand 1-0. New Cale- 
donia was on a three match visit to Queensiand 
where the previous Sunday, while Philips Cup 
semi final matches were being played in other 
areas, it had been defeated by a Queensland side 
2.0. There was considerable interest to see how 
the Lions side, faced with the threat of relegation, 
wouid perform in this match. 

The Richlands stadium offers prospects of a 
magnificent soccer venue for Brisbane Lions in 
the future. The club plans to play its PSL matches 
there next year and the move to bring the game 
closer to the area of iocal support is one that 
could do a great deal to boost the level of atten- 
dances at PSL matches in Brisbane. (Of course, 
one suspects that Brisbane sides suffer because 
they do not copy the actions of some of their 
southern counterparts and ‘discover’ hundreds of 
spectators who are not visible to the naked eye — 
this is especially a problem at Wentworth Park). 

The night temperature was a moderate 12 
to 14 degrees — woollens weather in Brisbane 
and probably akin to Arctic conditions in New 
Caledonia. The visitors were given a warm 
reception by the crowd and, as the side ran 
onto the field, | could not help but muse that 
they looked like a bunch of Keni Kawaleva 
clones (No offence, Keni; they soon displayed 
your fighting spirit) with the exception of their 
two goaikeepers who were the only white com- 
plexioned piayers in the squad. However, | never 
did determine whether this was natural pig- 
mentation or the result of fear — for their defen- 
ders could have taught our back line boys a 
trick or two that would have Steve Hoszowski 
climbing up the net. 

The match was a friendly, but for Brisbane 
Lions it had a serious overtone. The opportunity 
was taken to give several younger players a run 
and also to allow Willie Conner, who is on foan 
from Brisbane City, until the end of the season, 
the chance to fit in with his new teammates. 
The stocky little winger did just that and had an 
outstanding game — demonstrating the reason 
why Brisbane City is so high on the PSL table, 
if he can be left out of the side each week. 
As further testimony to Conner’s skill, one has 
only to point to the draw achieved by Brisbane 
Lions against Newcastie KB United last weekend. 
One of Lions’ goals, the first scored by Ron 
Millman, came following the deflection of a shot 
from Conner. The second, a penalty taken by 
Jim Hermiston, resulted from the handbatling by 
Col Curren of a Conner shot which was heading 
for the goal. What a loan! 


The game was played at a cracking pace and, 
if the amateur players from the Pacific lacked 
some bail skill, they certainly made up for it 
in enthusiasm and vigor. Trouble was, the mid- 
fielders seemed to lack faith in their strikers with 
the result that many shots were struck from 
20 or 30 metres out, but with the lack of threat 
with which good quality players can menace an 
apposition. Special praise must be given to 
Brisbane referee David Nugent who reflected the 
spirit of the game by allowing it to flow and used 
old fashioned commonsense in applying the rules. 
He made the clash a good 90 minutes for players 
and spectators alike. 

Striker Tony Brennan, scored the three goals 
for Brisbane Lions in its 3-1 win. The first came 
when he was on hand to tap in a rebound off the > 
post from a lIlightning strike by Ron Millman, 
His second was the finishing off of some excel- 
lent skills and on-the-break running by Willie 
Conner and John Ogden. Brisbane Lions went in 
at half time with a lead of 2-0. But if the visitors . 
had not given away so much possession and been 
able to finish off the several good breaks made by 
their players the score could have been closer. 
Conversely , if Brennan had been firing accurately, 
he could have had another three in the net; but 
he apparently has been unsuccessful in that 
endeavour in recent matches. Or couid it be that 
when you get a reputation as a leading goalscorer 
the fans forget the difficulties of always cueing 
the ball on target and believe that even the 
most difficult are ‘makeable’. Whatever the case, 
Brennan goes down in my book as one of the 
Outstanding discoveries of the season. 

In the second half, New Caledonia joined 
Brisbane Lions in making several substitutions 
and the game fell away midway through the final 
period after in the 10th minute of that stanza 
Brennan had shown his true worth when he 
hammered a sizzler through the arms of goal- 
keeper Tavergeux. The New Caledonians con- 
tinued to press home through the gaps they 
found and finally received some consolation 
when a penalty was given for a foul {or was it 
two) on Maxime Kenon. The ball was struck 
home and Guy Elmour the genial coach of the 
visitors who had been encouraging his charges 
onward ever onward in that so delightfully 
expressive diplomatic language, French, was 
beside himself with joy. 

The conclusion of the match did not signal 
the end of the evening’s entertainment. Quite 
the contrary. Members of both teams, Club 
members and others were the guests of Brisbane 
Lions for drinks and a barbecue in the ciub- 
house. President John Morcas and his band -of 
supporters excelled themselves in ensuring that 
everyone was well cared for and the hospitality 
was of the high standard for which Queenslanders 
are famous, Presentations and gift exchanges 
were made; and the crowd was delighted when 
the quiet and unassuming New Caledonian play- 
ers responded to much encouragement and 
treated them to a typical islander singsong.

-- and passed to the disappointment of City’s 
supporters. ‘If only ....' Canberra had pene- 
trated the Marconi goalmouth area. The ball went 
from attacker to defender and attacker again as 
both. sides sought the advantage. The ball hit the 


woodwork, seemed to roll along it for a distance, 
only to fail beside Bailey who had an open goal. 
The groans of. the Canberra fans signalled their 
disappointment as his shot went wide. (Vic’s: 
views on that miss.are in the last issue-of this 
magazine). Keni Kawaleva made up the trio of 
names in the referee’s book when he too earned 
a yellow card and the final whistle was blown. 
Schienflug breathed a sigh of relief. The City 
players were more than happy and Vic Fernan- 
dez strode from the field a proud man that his 
team had held the competition leaders to a draw 
in a match when the odds certainly were weight- 
ed against them. 

But the ‘day’ for Vic was still young and in 
the final part. to this series next week you'll 
read of the ‘victory dinner’, the farewells to 
Cally and how Vic was trampled by mad indians 
and noisy cowboys at § in the marning.
